He explained the distilling of 
brandy from grain and potatoes had 
been prohibited since the beginning 
of the present crop year, and that 
allotments of barley to the brewers 
were hardly more than enough to 
produce beer for the army and la- 

rers,

AFTERNOON MEETING. 


Today beheld the first afternoon 
meeting of the Assembly this ses- 
sion.

IN THE SENATE. 
TO REVIEW LIQUOR ISSUE. 
[BY A, r. NIGHT WIRE |} 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 24.—A re- 
view of the entire liquor question in 
California to determine its influence 
and status in the social and economic 
life of the State and for the further 
purpose of reaching definite con- 
clusions and suggesting whether 
remedial legislation is necessary, was 
asked of the Legislature today in a 
bill introduced by 
Scott of San Francisco. The meas- 
ure calls for the appointment by the 
Governor of a board of seven im- 
partial investigators who shall report 
their conclusions to the executive by 
July 1, 1918. An appropriation of 
$15,000 is sought to defray the nec- 
essary expenses of the board. ; 

Senator Scot said his bill was 
aimed at preventing frequent and 
costly prohibition and local option 
elections and for the larger intent of 
determining definitely whether or not 
liquor should continue to be manu- 
factured and sold or whether a form 
of comprehensive regulation by the 
Legisiature would meet with general 
approval. The board would be au- 
thorized to make a sweeping inquiry 
into every phase of the problem. 


QUESTION OF EFFECT. 


‘The bill directs the board to in- 
vestigate matters tending to show 
whether alcoholic liquors are in- 
herently had as beverages for hu- 
man beings, the aspects of inebriety 
in the State of California, whether 
the moderate use of alcoholic bev- 
erages does in fact induce, develop 
or augment puperism, poverty, im- 
morality, mental or physical deter- 
joration, disease, degeneracy, crime, 
industrial accidents,, bad citizenship 
or other evil consequences, and to 
what extent the laws of California 
are adequate and efficient so far 
as their provisions are concerned 
to properly control the traffic in 
liquor.” 

The bill was referred to the com- 
mittee on public morals of which 
Senator Edgar A. Luce of San Diego 
is chairman. Its passage will be 
urged by various liquor organiza- 
tions as a means of providing the 
next Legislature with first hand infor- 
mation on the subject, and opposed 
by anti-liquor bodies who prefer 
to have one of the more drastic 
anti-liquor measures passed at the 
present session. 

FOR COMPENSATION. 

Coincidental with the introduc- 
tion of Scott's bill, there also was 
presented by Senator Victor J. Can- 
epa of San Francisco a proposed 
constitutional amendment which in 


pensation for persons whose indus- 
tries or property would virtually be 
destroyed by the enactment of any 
laws, The same proposed amend- 
ment, introduced two years ago by 
Assemblyman Bismarck Bruck, was 
defeated. 

Minority land owners would be 
greatly benefitted under the terms of 
a bill introduced today by Senator I. 
J. Maddux ef Modesto who proposes 
to amend the irrigation laws. Five 
hundred ne living within the 
boundaries of a proposed irrigation 
district and representing 20 per cent.

amending bill. At present the ir- 
rigation laws require that consent 
must be obtained from a majority of 
the land values included in the pro- 
posed district. 

According to Senator Maddux, the 
passage of his bill would prevent the 
owners of large holdings from re- 
which are desiged smaller 
land holders.

LAND SETTLEMENT. 

Companion bills proposing the es- 
tablishment of a iand settlement 
board of five members to promote 
better agricultural settlement and 
enable the State to acquire 10,000 
acres for colonization purposes, were 
introduced in the Legislature today 
by Senator A. H. Breed and Assem- 
blyman W.

Prospective settlers on lands pur- 
chased and improved by the State 
would be required to pay a 15 per 


cent. cash deposit, based on the 
value of the tract and its tmprove- 
ments. A contractural obligation 


would be entered into by the land 
board and the colonist whereby the 
colonist would be uested to bor- 
row from the Fed farm bank a 
sum equal to 60 per cent. of the 
appraised value of the land and 20 
per cent. of its improvements. This 
money would be paid by the bor- 
rower to the board and arrange- 
ments would be made for retiring 
the balance of the purchase price 
of the land within forty years at 5 
per cent. interest. 

The measure asks for an appro- 
priation of $260.000 to carry the 
act Into effect. It Is intended to use 
$250,000 to purchase 10,000 acres of 
suitable lands which are to be sub- 
divided into tracts known as farm 
allotments and farm laborers’ al- 
lotments. The former would have a 
maximum selling price of $15,000 
and the latter of $400. Any settler 
would be permitted, with consent of 
the board, to dispose of his hold- 
ings after a period of five years. 
The sum of 110000 ts asked to carry 
the act into effect. 

The title of the measure, which 
explains its purposes, reads: “The 
Legislature believes land settlement 
ie a problem of great tmportance 
to the welfare of all the people of 
the State, and for that reason thie 
particular act endeavors to improve 
the general economic and social con- 
dition of agricultural settlers within 
the State and the people of the 
State in general.” 

The measure provides for the re- 
turn to the State of the $250 000 ap- 
propriation within fifty vears at 4 
per cent. interest Flwood Mead of 
the department of sericulture of the 
Tintversitv of Californta. ts ¢hairman 
of the commiasion which worked out 
the detatis of the bill. 

ANTT-VACCINATION. 


Senator Rominger introduced“ a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
today which aims to. bring the Un- 
versity of California under the same 
regulation relative to vaccination of 
students that prevalls in the pub- 
lic schools.

REPORTS CALLED FOR. 


A number of reports of State of- 
ficials are being called for by the 
appropriations committees, as the 
regular reports all are down in the 
office of the Governor.

OPERATIONS OF 
INCOME TAX LAW. 


OFFICE GIVES:

Because of the lack of informa- 
tion in regard to the operations of 
the income tax law, as amended by 
Congress last September, a cry for 
help has issued from Collector Car- 
ter’s office. Scores of prospective 
taxpayers are calling every day, and 
the offic€resembles nothing so much 
as an igence Office. To supply 
the insistent. public demand, here 
are some of the points in the enact- 
ment. 

The new normal tax is 2 per cent. 
on all net taxable incomes. Under 
the original law it was 1 per cent. 
The supertax . levied on incomes 
in excess of $20,000. In graduated 


percentages it amounts from 1 per 
cent. to 13 per cent. on incomes 
that reach beyond $2,000,000.

Taxpayers who are members of 
partnerships in preparing their re- 
turns of annual net income shall ex- 
clude their proportionate shares 
from interest on the obligations of 
the State or political unit.

ate share of the profits derived from 


dividends which shall be included in 
the return of the annual net income. 

The income tax blanks cover de- 
scription of the income on which 
taxes have been collected at the 
source. The income tax department 
has the right of access to the books 
of every commercial enterprise, and 
it has means of ascertaining the 
facts. in individual cases that are 
not enjoyed by any other branch of 
the government.
